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•  EcoCenter  Project  Charter  -  Renovation  plans  are  being  drafted  for  the  new  offices  of  SF 
Environment.  A  DRAFT  Project  Charter  in  now  under  review  by  SFE  staff.  Highlights  include: 

o    Vision:  A  space  that  restores  trust  in  government  and  gives  to  the  environment  more  than  it 
takes 

o    Mission:  To  create  a  showplace  for  environmental  understanding  in  a  space  that  celebrates 
the  joy  of  working  and  life,  and  LEEDs/leads  by  example 

•  SFE  staff  presented  SFGreenPRPNT  to  planners  and  architects  with  the  University  of  California 
Office  of  the  President,  who  is  interested  in  adapting  SFGreenPRJNT  for  the  UC  campus 
projects  (over  50  in  process). 

•  SF  Botanical  Garden  Strybing  Arboretum — A  new  Sustainable  Garden  Center  is  being  planned 
to  replace  and  enhance  the  existing  nursery  in  Golden  Gate  Park.  Met  with  staff  and  design 
team  for  SF  Botanical  Garden  for  a  site  visit  and  conceptual  design  review.  Designers  are 
Fernau  and  Hartman  Architects,  Inc.  of  Berkeley.  Fundraising  is  underway  for  this  $10.5M 
project. 

•  SFE  staff  presented  to  the  SF  Planning  Commission  on  Dec.  1 .  Marshall  Foster  presented  the 
Better  Streets  Program,  Mark  Palmer  showed  progress  and  standards  in  municipal  green 
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building,  and  Laura  Ingall  illustrated  actions  to  increase  green  building  practices  in  the 
residential  and  commercial  sector 

•  SFE  staff  participated  in  a  green  roof  charrette,  sponsored  by  SPUR  and  facilitated  by  HOK,  Inc. 
This  workshop  focused  on  how  to  increase  green  roofs  and  other  vegetative  storm  water 
management  technologies  through  more  progressive  city  policies. 

•  Treasure  Island — A  new  land  use  plan  was  presented  last  week  that  incorporates  many  new 
aspects  of  sustainable  design.  This  is  a  major  departure  from  earlier  plans  with  higher 
population  and  density,  improved  water  and  ground  transportation  options,  an  organic 
community  farm  and  increased  emphasis  on  renewable  energy.  Staff  will  be  continuing  to  work 
with  the  Mayor's  Office  and  the  development  team  to  further  refine  this  new  design.

•  Stanley  So  presented  an  overview  of  the  process  and  design  highlights  for  this  new  PUC 
building. 

•  Process 

o    Lynn  Simon  and  AEC  (Architectural  Energy  Corporation)  were  retained  as  green 

building/LEED  consultant,  and  energy  design  consultant  for  the  project,  respectively. 

Their  roles  were  primarily  to  provide  guidance  and  mentoring  to  BOA  and  PUC 

design  staff  working  on  the  project, 
o    Stanley  discussed  the  Ecotect  modeling  that  helped  to  inform  the  daylighting  and  glare 

control  design  aspects, 
o    DD  clarified  that  AEC  also  provided  training  to  PUC  engineering  staff  on  the  use  of 

EnergyPro  energy  modeling  software. 

•  Design 

o    LEED  Silver  goal 

o  Underfloor  air  distribution  system  for  increased  ventilation  effectiveness  that  also 
provides  flexibility  for  data  cabling  and  reconfiguration  of  spaces. 

o  Light-shelves  and  sloped  interior  ceilings  provide  increased  daylighting  to  spaces, 
decreasing  the  electrical  lighting  load. 

Old  Business 

•  REB  Task  Force  meetings:  format,  scheduling,  and  any  proposed  changes  to  by-laws. 

o    MP  stated  that  without  objection,  meetings  will  continue  monthly.  Agendas 
will  generally  be  "project-focused,"  with  presentations  and  updates  on  specific 
green  building  projects  in  the  City.  Task  Force  members  will  be  asked  to 
periodically  share  updates  on  their  projects. 

o    WN  mentioned  that  most  of  MTA's  current  work  is  street  improvement  work. 

New  Business 

•  MP  noted  that  Autodocs,  the  City's  construction  contract  management  software  does  not  include 
Chapter  7  of  the  Environment  Code  (LEED  Silver  Ordinance)  under  Statutory  Requirements. 

•  MD  and  others  confirmed  that  several  departments  use  Autodocs,  including  DPW,  SFPUC,  and 
the  Port  of  SF.  It  was  also  noted  that  DPW/BOA  contracts  a  majority  of  MTA  projects. 
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MP,  MD,  and  RA  agreed  to  look  into  the  matter  and  to  incorporate  the  appropriate  LEED 
language  into  Autodocs.

Rosey  Jencks(RJ)  and  Sarah  Minick(SM)  from  the  SFPUC  provided  an  overview  of  the  new 
Stormwater  Guidelines,  which  are  targeted  be  released  in  January  2009.  Comments  on  the  Draft  are 
still  being  accepted. 


SF  has  a  combined  storm water/wastewater  system  divided  by  the  east  and  west  for  the  designated 
treatment  plants.  Urbanization  including  building  construction  and  paving  inhibit  the  hydrologic  cycle. 
The  Guidelines  promote  reducing  stormwater  volumes  in  sewers  and  wastewater  treatment  facilities, 
and  recharging  of  groundwater  through  Low  Impact  Design  (LID)  including  bioswales,  living  roofs, 
rain  screens,  permeable  paving,  and  cisterns. 

The  federal  Clean  Water  Act  and  the  recently  passed  Green  Building  Ordinance  (GBO)  require 
stormwater  management  for  developments  in  San  Francisco.  The  GBO  will  require  implementation  of 
the  guidelines  for  high  rise  residential,  mid-size  commercial,  new  large  commercial,  or  projects 
disturbing  5000  square  feet  or  more.  The  Plan  Approval  Process  depends  on  whether  the  project  will 
use  the  combined  sewer  system  or  a  separate  sewer  area.  Guidelines  are  most  applicable  to  LEED 
credit  6.2:  Stormwater  Design/  Water  Quality  Control,  which  is  measured  by  volume  of  water.  The 
GBO  will  also  require  a  Stormwater  Management  Plan. 

Site  design  principles  are  as  follows: 
1  )Protect  Creeks  and  Wetlands 

2)  Drainage  Patterns 

3)  Minimize  impervious  surfaces 

4)  Design  Flow  Path 

5)  Use  Stormwater  as  a  Resource 

6)  Treat  water  at  the  source 

7)  Use  treatment  trains  (linked  BMPs)  to  address  a  broader  array  of  pollutants. 

The  Stormwater  Guidelines  include  fact  sheets,  calculators  for  sizing  stormwater  best  management 
practices,  and  a  recommended  vegetation  palette.  SF  now  allows  for  rainwater  harvesting  for  irrigation 
and  toilet  flushing,  with  proper  permits.
